OTTMAR MERGENTHALER

The sixty-third anniversary of the birth of Ottmar Mergenthaler
was observed Friday by members of the printing fraternity in Chica-
®o. Npecial exercises were held in the Shepard publie sehool in Chi.
vago, where a portrait of Mergenthaler was unveiled.

Not only printers, but all men identified with the newspaper pro-
fession, might pause in theiv work to honor the memory of Mergen-
thaler. The name ““Mergenthaler’' to the layman does not produee
a thrill as does the mere mention of Fulton, Mareconi, or Edison,

Mergenthaler was a genius, and yot it has n-nmilm] for the NEWS:
paper men of the ecountry, and more espeeially the printers, to fully
appreciate the work of this man. Future gencrations w ill give to
Mergenthaler the place he ix entitled to among the inventive geniuses
of the nation. Mergenthaler revolutionized printing by hix linotype,
which was the first machine to east a complete line of type.  The in-
vention of Mergenthaler, when perfected, brought about a eomplete
reorganization in the composing room, as one operator on a linotype
eould set as mueh type as four men.  The new machine sounded the
knell of composition by hand, at least as far as body matter was con
cerned, and it saved time and mon 'y,

Although the linotype was not patented until about 1885, sinee
that time thousands of machines have been installed in printing
plants throughout the country. 1t is estimated that about 24,000
machines are now in use in the United States and Canada,

While perhaps the great majority of printers did not kuow that
last Friday was the anniversary day of the birth of this great man,
it is well to bear the date in mind, and in the future the profession
will come unto a better understanding of the value and signifieance
of Mergenthaler’s genius and of his serviee to men,

But she
wouldn’t risk her reputation as a good cook by serving anything
that isn’t up to her standard if she can possibly help it and if she
does she will apologize for it, acknowledge that it isn’t good and
explain how it happened and how badly she feels beeause that is the
only bread she has in the house,
Did you ever stop to think that making bread or jelly isn't very
much different from making anything else? When a manufacturer
makes anything better than other people make it he wants to have
that faet known. He advertises it in such ppers as this paper so
that in a little while he gets a reputation for making tht partieular
thing better than other people mke it. Don’t you suppose he is
Just as proud of his reputation for making his specialty better than
other people make it as a good cook is proud of making her specialty
better than other women make it? ‘
Of course he is nd he will show his pride in just the same way.
Hewouldn't deliver to a customer anything that isn't up to his stan-
dard, or if he does deliver it he will apologize for it, tell how it hap-
pened and make a specil price on it.  He ondinarily won’t let it out
at all with his nme or brud on it beeuse he is proud of his reputtion
and selling anything that wasn't up to his standard would hurt his
reputtion.

Colonel Evans, who has a farm near Marsland,
last week sold three hundred bushels for $500 cold eash. Others
could get as mueh or more if they had the spuds—but most of them
aven't and the seed proposition is getting scrious.

And now another of food is going to make the potato sit up and
take notice- the “lowly bean.' For years it was thought only fit
to be used as food for soldiers and those of us who took oecasion to
notiee that the bean eontained more food units than most other pro-
duets of the soil. But with the priee at twenty eents or more per
pound we are all proud to “‘h'ave a bean’ on the table.
